Theſe calculations are not done from Dr. Halley's 
tables, but from other tables which have undergone the 
moſt rigorous examinations, and therefore at the defiee of 
my friend I have inſerted them to the obſervations of the 
whole kingdom, but more eſpecially to the curious artiſts 
in Aſtronomy. It 1s obſerved that eclipſes of the Sun or 
Moon have very rarely, if ever, happened in any age, but 
they were attended with conſiderable effects, according 
to the magnitude thereof, which may be eaſily proved if we 


do but look back, and conſult antiquity or the hiſtories of 


former ages. It 1s the opinion of the learned Peucer, in 
page 382, Quid de luminum deliguiis, I would have given the 
whole paragraph in Latin, had [ writ only to the learned part 
of the world, but as my book falls into the hands of my coun- 
try readers, who do not underſtand the Latin Tongue, I hall, 
for their ſakes, render it into Englith, thus: „ What ſhall 
« I ſay? Or why ſhall I trifle away my time, faith the 
« learned Peucer, againit ſuch as deny the influence of the 
* heavenly bodies? What ſhall we ſay concerning the 
* eclipſes of the Sun and Moon, ate we ourſelves, or any 
rational men, ignorant that the eclipſes of the Sun 
* and Moon, and the radiations and the aſpects of the 
* other planets are concomitant and afſiſtant witn thoſe 
* eclipſes, their good or bad aſpects, eack to other? Do 
we not know, faith he, their fignifieations in all ages 
* have been ominous, and have cauſed mens' minds to be 
** terrified by a ſecret and occult ſenſe of the miſeries and 
2 calamities theſe eclipſes did preſage, to be near at hand, 
* or immediately to follow after the ſame ?” The firſt of 
theſe eclipſes, which J am going to ſpeak of, happens in 
the watery triplicity. And it is the judgment of feveral 
learned and experienced authors that an eclipſe of the 

Sun 
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Sun or Moon, in the figns of either Cancer, Scorpio, or 
Piſces, whereas this is celebrated in the 13th degree and 
25th minute of Cancer, in the eighth houſe, the moſt omi- 
nous part in the whole heavens, doth uſually preſage deaths, 
deſtructions and conſumption of the vulgar ſort of people; 
many various and 22 fears and rumours, falſe intelli- 
gence, frequent rifings, or ſeditious conſpiracies, unexpetted 
mutinies in many countries, eſpecia:ly thoſe under the afore- 
ſaid triplicity. Expectations of ſudden wars, and the ſpirits 
of men, generally * ** with the affairs of the prefent 
times. I really wiſh that our ſs and impieties do not 
hinder our welfare this year, but if we expect any delive- 
Tance from the evils the cœleſlials ſeem to forebode us, 
let us not ſo highly prize the things of the world, and 
grind the faces of one another, as 4s uſual in theſe days, 
but I wiſh the following rule was better obſerved, and pur 
into practice, Prohibetur, ne quis facic? in ſuo, quod nocere poſſet 
alieno, et fic utere mo, ut alicnum non Indas, No man muſt 
do that in his own property or profeſſion which may hurt 
another man's. And we muſt ſo uſe our own as we may 
not offend and injure our neighbour ; let us therefore, as we 
have occaſion, do grod to all men, as the apoſtle ſpeaks, 
Gal. vi. 10, but how adverſe and contrary the practice of 
theſe times is to this heavenly rule, I need not here remem- 
ber, we now cry Every man for himſelf, but God 
46 for us all ;?” but as one has well inverted it, „That whete 
« every man is for himſelf, the devil is for all.” One cf the 
rome miſeries this nation groans under, is depopulation

uilt, and a kind of panic fear, that they will not reſt till they 
bare eaſed themſelves of the burden of conſcience they are 
daily terrified withal. The Moon and Venus are ſignifica- 
tors of the common people, Venus is much afflicted of Mars 
in Scorpio: and the Moon, by the oppoſition of Saturn, 
are as if they feared ſome future diſturbance or defigns 
contriving againſt them, by ſome malecontented perſons, 
with abundance of flying reports and rumours, with many 
libels, pamphlets, and ſcurrilous invectives diſperſed abroad, 
wherein the actions and perſons of ſome grandees of the 
nation are ſhamefully reflected upon and abuſed by the 
authors thereof. My author ſays it preſageth diſcord in 
their councils, or ſome diſturbance ariſing from the cholorie 
humours of men, martial and fiery ſpirits, —Let all accomp- 
tants, receivers, treaſurers, clerks, c. look to it and expect 
to be called to an account for their ſtewardſhips. —— I am 
very ſenſible that great are the expectations of molt men of 
what will be tranſacted amongſt us this year. England has 
many enemies, who delire and wait for an opporcunity to 
at miſchief againſt us, and to plunge our nation into a 
labyrinth of trouble; but, I ſay, let all ſuch beware that 
the malice intended by thoſe ill agents againſt us, be not, 
in the end, in a double meaſure poured out upon their own 
heads, I ſhould, from ſome favourable poſitions, have 
ſaid the diſeaſes of this quarter would have been more mild 
than in ſome former years, but Saturn oppokng both the

milies of ſome of the moſt eminent grandees of Europe; 
ſudden and unſettled diſſolutions; one council oppoſing and 
contradifting another, little or no harmony among our 
ſuperiors, or the peoples' repreſentatives ; malicious in- 
formations of one perſon againſt another, ſcandalous libel;

we have hopes we ſhall continue moderately quiet among 
ourſelves, notwithſtanding vain fears and daily rumours 
ſpread abroad amongſt the people to their great diſcourage- 
ment throughout the nation; We fear ſome notable altera- 
tons of the air in this quarter, which we fear may obſtru& 
the honeſt countryman in his harveſt, and if ſo we muſt 
alſo expe& moſt ſort of grain to be dear, or bear a conſide- 
le price, but whether we enjoy pleuty of the fruits of 
the earth, or ſcarcity thereof, let us labour to be content, 
and return God thanks tor the mercies we enjoy. The 
leaſes of this quarter are palpitation of the heart, in- 
firmities of the eyes, giddineſs of the head and fever, 
With others not eafily cucd.
